Action of Meetings of Stockholders 
and Directors. 


First Official Statement by the Financial Department of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company—Profits of the 
Company—Bonds to Be Issued—Iinierview 
with Treasurer Ashicy. 








A special meeting of the stockholders of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company was held at Jersey City 
on Friday of last week. This meeting was called to vote 
on two propositions. One of these was to correct a little 
irregularity in the proceedings incident to the organiza- 
tion of the company on July 24, whereby its capital stock 
was ummecessarily increased. The other matter was the 
proposition to issue $3,500,000 of 5 per cent. bonds. Of 
this issue of bonds $2,000,000 will be used to retire an 
equal amount of the preferred stock of the company. The 
other $1,500,000 will be devoted to the purpose of cover- 
ing the mortgage indebtedness on some of the plants 
which were taken over. 

30th ~propositions were acted on favorably. At the 
meeting which authorized the bond issue $22,000,000 worth 
of the preferred and common stock of the company was 
represented, Interests representing only a small portion 
of the common stock voted in the negative on the proposi- 
tion submitted. _ 

After the stockholders’ meeting held in Jersey City the 
directors held a meeting at the offices of the company in 
New York. At the latter the action of the stockholders 
was approved. No action was taken in the matter of de- 
claring-a dividend on the preferred stock. 

The circular letter sent to the stockholders explaining 
the propositions voted on is as follows: 

“In the hurry of completing the organization of our com- 
pany on July 24, a little irregularity in the proceedings in- 
creasing the capital has been found which it is deemed by 
our counsel important to correct. In order to accomplish 
this it is necessary that two-thirds of all the issued stock 
of our company be represented at the meeting called for 
that purpose. 

“It was at first proposed to sell 7 per cent. 
stock to meet the cash requirements of the company, but 
in the condition of the market it has been found imprac- 
ticable to do this; besides it has been thought by the direc- 
tors of the company that a 5 per cent. bond instead of 7 
per cent. stock was a good financial change. On $2,000,000 
of bonds to be sold it will make a difference in favor of 
this company of $40,000 annually between the interest at 5 
per cent. and the dividend at 7 per cent. The remaining 
$1,500,000 of the total issue to be voted upon will be used 
for the purpose of retiring the mortgage indebtedness ex- 
isting upon the different mills at the time they were taken 
over by this company. Every stockholder will be given an 
opportunity to take his portion of these bonds upon the 
same terms that the bankers ask. Will you, therefore, at 
once sign the enclosed proxy and return to us so that there 
no delay in curing the defect in the organization 
proceedings. 

“Some of our constituent companies have not yet divided 
their stock, but are still holding it in the original certifi 
cates delivered to them on July 24. were issued 
in the mame of the transfer officer of the City Trust Com- 
pany. This officer will vote this stock, either in person or 
by such proxy as they may authorize, at the meeting upon 
a certificate from the constituent company that it is the 
owner and holder of so many shares each of common and 
preferred stock, and upon a resolution duly adopted by

the board of directors of such constituent company re- 
questing the party in whose name the stock now stands 
to vote the same. Where stock has not yet been trans- 
ferred, but is the property of some original company, we 
would ask that a meeting of the directors of such com- 
pany be held, the resolution passed, and the certificate 
authorized, and that these papers be forwarded to us as 
soon as possible.” 

On Monday of this week Eugene M. Ashley, treasurer 
of the United Box Board and Paper Company, 
following statement in regard to the earnings of the com- 
pany :

“New York, November 3, 1902. 


“The financial department of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, through its treasurer, presented to the 
board of directors at its meeting on October 31 a state- 
ment of its profits since the beginning of its business, on 
July 24, 1902, to October 1, 1902, which statement was com- 
piled by the comptroller, Mr. J. R. Loomis. 

“The combined companies, exclusive of the Uncas Paper 
Company, which was not, during that period, working with 
the United Box Board and Paper Company, showed a 
profit from July 24 to September 1 of $100,546.21, and from 
September 1 to September 30 inclusive a profit of $115,- 
885. 

“The showing was the more satisfactory, as the United 
Box Board and Paper Company has been and is using 
20,000 tons of coal per month, for which it has paid an 
average of $2 per ton more during the period covered by 
the statement than the average price for the past two years, 
which excessive price is not considered by them a per- 
manent condition. 

“Adding this $40,000 per month would give a total of 
$156,000 for the month of September, or at the rate of 
$1,872,000 per annum. 

“The company has during the past month acquired new 
properties for which it has paid $250,000 in cash. 

“The question of declaring a dividend on its preferred 
stock was discussed at the meeting and opinion was di 
vided between allowing a further surplus to accumulate 


before the beginning of the dividend or to begin paying 
dividends now. The subject was referred to a subsequent 
meeting.” 


Upon the authority of the officers of the company it is 
stated that this is the first and only official statement that 
has been sent out from the company concerning its finan- 
cial matters or upon the subject of its intention to pay or 
not to pay dividends. 

In explanation of the last paragraph of his statement, 
Treasurer Ashley said in substance that the officials of the 
company had been greatly annoyed by the publication of 
quasi official interviews concerning the affairs of the com- 
That all these interviews emanated from one source, 
namely, a certain. gentleman residing in Chicago. This 
gentleman, Mr. Ashley said, held an official position in the 
company, but not such a one as entitled him to speak for 
the company. Regardless of this fact, the person referred 
to had persistently continued to get his statements into 
print ever since the company was organized. Whether 
the purpose was for stock jobbing operations or not, Mr 
Ashley said he did not care to express his own opinion 
But whatever purpose the man-had in giving these inter- 
views their effect on the affairs of the company has been 
bad, and as a result of their evil influence Mr. Ashley said 
the officials of the company have at last decided to let the 
public know that they disapprove of these published inter- 
views and that hereafter reliable statements concerning the 
affairs of the United Box Board and Paper Company will 
be made only by the officials of the company who by virtue 
of their positions are authorized to speak for it.

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GOOD TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Prices Firmer at Holyoke—Boston Business Satisfactory— 
Philadelphia and Chicago Aciive—Western 
Milis Crowded, 











The New York paper market is in excellent condition. 
The one “out” about it is the fact that the manufacturers 
cannot make deliveries as soon as the jobbers and mid- 
dlemen would like to have them. Another check on busi- 
ness is the continued mild weather that we are having. 
This has hurt general retail trade and has consequently 
lessened the demand for manilas. The No. 2 manila, how- 
ever, is very scarce and high, owing partly to its relation 
to news paper, which still holds remarkably strong; but 
while the demand for manilas is not relatively as great as 
that for news, book or writings there is no great cause for 
complaint in regard to the business being done in wrap- 
pings. The fixing of the minimum price on sulphite last 
week at 2 cents has stiffened quotations on manilas. On 
the so called white manila there has been an advance the 
past week. The new quotation is 2.30 cents. This in- 
creased price has been made possible by a little combina- 
tion whereby two houses now control nearly all the side 
runs that reach the New York market. By the same ar- 
rangement the white waste of the leading daily news- 
papers has been taken out of competition with the white 
manila. This waste has heretofore been cut up into sheets 
and sold at less figures than the regular side runs. News 
paper in rolls is still quoted nominally at 2% cents. For 
sheets the asking price is as high as 2% cents. The stock 
of news in sight, however, is very small. Slow delivery 
is therefore the great complaint, simply because the mills 
have no surplus product for the general market, the extra 
demand from the big daily newspapers taking up all the 
excess production over and above the contract business. 
The increase in advertising is the cause of the heavy de- 
mand for news paper. In regard to book paper it is a lit- 
tle difficult to speak with exactness, because the leading 
manufacturers report a strong demand at 33% cents and 4 
cents respectively for machine finished and supercalendered, 
while some of the large buyers, on the other hand, 
claim that both grades can be bought for something less 
than the above quotations. On this point the prominent 
book men claim that only inferior grades of book can be 
bought for the prices named. Writings are very strong. 
With them, as with news and book, the mills cannot make 
deliveries quick enough to suit customers. As the soda 
fibre market is very strong, with the chances in favor of 
further advances, book paper prices are firm. Boards are 
in good demand at the list prices. The board market has 
been stiffened considerably the past week by the taking 
over of the Uncas mill by the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. The position of this company has been 
improved by the new addition. The holiday this week 
because of the election has hurt business. 


Prices Firmer at Holyoke.

The past week, being the week preceding election, has 
witnessed a slight falling off in the orders received by the 
mills, but the decrease has not been as marked this year 
as has been the case in years gone hy. It is expected by 
the manufacturers that trade will immediately brighten up 
to its condition before last week. None of the mills have 
suffered, however, from the slight decrease in trade, and 
many of them were very glad of 4n opportunity to have a 
short respite from the driving orders which have been pour 
ing in on them of late. 

The continued prosperity of the mills reads like a fairy 
tale if one has followed it up for the past year or more. 
The mills in many instances, however, are only making up 
the loss which they sustained during the last business de 
pression, when they experienced many idle days, and 
some of them the idle days far outnumbered the busy ones 
Prices are ruling firmer this week, and the increased cost 
of production is tending to increase prices, as was pre 
dicted by THe Paper TrapeE JouRNAL some time ago. It 
is not expected that prices will go much higher, and in fact 
the mill men say that they do not desire to increase prices 
more than they are compelled to, but it is only just that 
prices of manufactured papers should be increased to cover 
the additional cost of turning them out. During’ the past 
year or more the cost of production has been gradually in 
creasing in some lines, and while the cost has been cut 
somewhat by improved machinery and other improvements 
in some mills the cut has not been equal to the increase 

In some instances wages have been increased, and it is 
believed by those conversant with the trade that there will 
be a general demand within a short time for a uniform 
increase in wages all along the line. It is known that this 
has been discussed with-more or less seriousness by. mem 
bers of the labor organizations, and while no official ac 
tion has as yet been taken, such action may be expeeted 





by the manufacturers at no far distant date, if the present 
indications are to be considered. It is true that the hours 
of labor have been shortened in nearly every department 
in the mills, but what the employees are now looking for 
is the necessary wherewithal to meet the increased cost of 
living which has been forced upon them to a greater or 
less extent during the past few months. The manufac- 
turers who have voluntarily increased wages in some de- 
partments have to a certain extent forestalled any con- 
certed action, but it is believed that one of the questions 
of the near future for readjustment in the mills of this 
section will be the wage scale in all departments.

Local conditions in Boston paper trade circles still con- 
tinue very satisfactory, although some slight falling off 
in printers’ demands upon jobbers was noticed last week, 
as is always the case during the last few days of every 
month. The present week, however, opens up with a 
heavy mail, and everybody handling paper—sellers, pack- 
ers, shippers and teamsters—is just as busy as it is pos- 
sible for workers to be. A great quantity of white paper 
has been used during the past few weeks throughout the 
State for election pamphlets, circulars, posters, &c., and 
during the coming four weeks the needs of the city elec- 
tion will call for considerable more. The heavy move- 
ment of paper is not, however, confined to print grades, 
since the demand for all kinds of wrappings, writings, 
bags, paper boxes, &c., is also quite heavy, due, no doubt, 
to the stocking up of the thousands of general retail store- 
keepers in anticipation of the coming holiday trade of next 
month. That the paper mills are busy and overcrowded 
with orders is a fact too well known for comment. A 
local dealer says that manufacturers are getting “cocky” 
now. Another jobber said it took about all his time tele- 
phoning and telegraphing to mills for paper that should 
have been delivered weeks ago. Such statements are 
good evidences of the condition of the paper market as 
regards supply. Prices are naturally firm, and every ad- 
vance recently made is being maintained.

Philadelphia Business Continues Good. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 3, 1902.—Business has con- 
tinued uninterruptedly good during the week, and it is 
expected to continue thus until the normal close of the 
season at least. The end of the coal strike has stimu- 
lated general business in a thousand ways. The wrap- 
ping and tissue paper dealers feel most pronouncedly the 
good effects of the strike’s ending. But the printers and 
publishers are becoming busier, and book papers are 
firmly held, though not in unusual demand, except for the 
very highest grades 

Reports received from the mills indicate that they are 
full of orders—so full that early deliveries are still impos- 
sible.

Miami Valley Mills Crippled by Car Shortage. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 3, 1902.—It is quite a pleas 
ure to tradesmen to narrate the story of prosperity this 
week. When they tell you that trade has gained more 
than 33 per cent. over the previous year doubtless they 
are sticking to the truth. That they are borne out by the 
clearings is sufficient verification of their figures, for dur 
ing the week the gain has been’ almost $400,000. The 
clearings amounted to nearly $1,581,000, which is not such 
a bad showing. At this rate manufacturers will be able 
to give thanks this month with good grace. There is one 
unfortunate condition, however, and it is proving to be a 
decided barrier to the successiul conduct of trade—the car 
shortage. It has been a heavy handicap, and unless some 
sort of relief soon comes the situation will be a puzzler. 
“We would not close our plant unless it became abso- 
lutely necessary,” remarked a well known gentleman, 
“but there is a possibility that we will have to do so 
unless the railroad tie up is relieved. We hope it will 
be, and are counting on an improvement in railroad fa- 
cilities. There has been little or no change during the 
past few days, shipmegts having been delayed almost as 
much as before.” 

It can be stated, however, that there is a somewhat 
easier feeling in some quarters over the situation, as deep- 
ly as it is deplored. Even if mills do not suspend, business 
is crippled. There is actually a chance for paper manu- 
facturers to make considerable money, it is stated, but th« 
car famine has interfered with many large contracts, 
which otherwise would have filled the coffers of the mill 
men. Unless all signs fail the present conditions will only 
prolong the prosperity which has prevailed uninterrupt 
edly for many months 

Prices are as firm as possible, and probably have been 
boosted the past week in some mill centres. There has 
been independence of action, and conditions are such that 
no complaint can be made. The demand for news, books, 
writings and wrappings continues most active, but the call 
for nearly all grades is strong. M. V.

High Prices in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 2, 1902.—There has been prac- 
tically no change in the coal situation here. The price is 
still sky high and mill men are beginning to appreciate the 
fact that unless it is decreased soon there will be consid- 
erable of a hardship placed on them by the dealers and 
mine owners. Some of the local dealers are operators, 
controlling mines in the southern part of the State of Ohio, 
from which section much of the local supply is received, 
owing to the proximity of the field and the convenience of 
shipping. Several establishments found it necessary this 
week to fill up their bins and the nature of their contracts 
was such, it is understood, that the increased price figured 
largely in the deals. That the price of coal should remain 
as high as $5 per ton is beginning to create considerable 
adverse talk and it is believed that complaints will become 
sO numerous that dealers will be forced to change their 
quotations. Inasmuch as steam coal is correspondingly as 
high the complaints do not come from the domestic con- 
sumers alone. However, upon the price of domestic coal 
depends somewhat the figures on steam coal, it seems.

Shawenegan Water and Power Company Starts. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, November 4, 1902,—Last week the 
first wheel was turned in the Shawenegan Water and 
Power Company plant, at Shawenegan Falls, Quebec, 
which, until the completion of the big plants on the 
Canadian side at Niagara Falls, will be the largest power 
plant in Canada. The machinery which was operated 
consists of a water wheel of 6,000 horse power capacity 
and a generator of 5,000 horse power. The plant is in- 
tended to deliver electrical power in Montreal. These 
machines are the largest of their kind in Canada. The 
water wheel was supplied by the I. P. Morris Company, 
of Philadelphia, and the electrical apparatus by the West- 
inghouse Company, of Pittsburg. The machinery worked 
with entire satisfaction and it only awaits the completion 
of the transmission line to deliver the power in Montreal. 
A second whee} and generator of equal capacity will soon 
be. opened to supply power for the Shawenegan Carbide 
Company for the manufacture of calcium carbide for the 
production of acetylene gas, now used so extensively 
throughout America. i.

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MIAMI’S DEAD FISH. 


No One Knows the Cause—Some of them Clubbed to Death 
But Paper Mills Are Blamed as Usual— 
Mr. Myers’ Campaign. 





Dayton, Ohio, November 3, 1902.—Again several theo- 
ries have been advanced relative to the manner in which 
thousands of fish in the Miami River met with such an un- 
timely fate during the past week or so. For some time 
the banks of the river have been strewn with dead fish and 
with helpless ones, which heartless men clubbed to death, 
taking the fish and attempting to place them on the market. 
‘The police were compelled to put a check to the clubbing 
acts by threatening the men with arrest. The question as 
to the cause of the wholesale slaughter of the finny tribe 
again came up for discussion, and careless theorists cen- 
sured the brewers and the paper makers. The fact of the 
matter is that no one knows where the impurities come 
from which result in the death of the fish. Inasmuch as 
the fish are found in all parts of the river, just as near 
other factories as straw board mills, and that they have 
been found in streams on which are not located any mills 
at all, has given rise to the theory that possibly the paper 
mills ate in no way concerned. Representative Myers, who 
started a fight against a local paper company some time 
ago, seems to have ceased his warfare it is stated. How- 
ever, as far as known Mr. Myers is still interested in his 
plan to place responsibility, and the State authorities have 
been fully advised as to existing conditions. The health 
officer of the State was advised to confer with the local 
officials, but no action has been taken. It is the supposition 
that the legislator did not receive the encouragement he 
expected. Many companies will finally be interested in 
learning the cause of the destruction of the fish, and when 
the facts are known it is claimed that the straw board men 
will not be more deeply involved than many other manu 
facturers. To compel only the straw paper mills to be 
re-equipped would be plainly an injustice. Dayton’s drink- 
ing water supply has been in no wise polluted. Members 
of the State Board of Commerce have aided the local mill 
M. V. 


men materially.

Obituary Notices of Major Z. K. Pangborn, John Davidson, 
Simon T. Coy and Col. H. T. Rockwell—All of Them 
Long Identified with Paper and Publishing, 


Major Zebina Kellogg Pangborn, the founder of the 
Jersey City Evening Journal and one of the men who 
helped to organize the Republican party, died on Friday at 
the home of his sister at Hillburn, Rockland County, N. Y. 
He was born at Peacham, Vt., on July 31, 1829. He began 
teaching school at the age of fourteen, and had as one of 
his pupils Admiral George Dewey, who considered it his 
duty as one of the big boys of the school to thrash the 
master. The battle lasted only a few minutes, and the 
teacher was the victor. Dewey and Pangborn were warm 
friends ever after that. 





JoHN DAvIbson. 

WEsTVILLE, Conn., October 29, 1902.—Within half an hour 
after beginning work John Davidson, an employee of the 
Joseph Parker & Sons paper mills, died suddenly yesterday. 
Mr. Davidson was one of the oldest residents of the vil- 
lage and had worked for the Parker & Sons Company for 
upward of thirty years. 

Mr. Davidson was a native of Dundee, Scotland, and 
came to this country nearly forty years ago. He was a 
charter member of Clan MacLeod No. 31, Order of Scot- 
tish Clans, and had always taken an active interest in the 
workings of the society and was held in the highest esteem 
by its members. He had traveled extensively in various 
parts and had an unusually interesting way in telling his 
experiences of bygone days. He was also a member of 
Olive Branch Lodge No. 48, F. and A. M., and the United 
Order of Workmen. 





Simon T. Coy. 

Bettows Fats, Vt., November 3, 1901.—Simon T. Coy, 
head of the Coy Paper Company, West Claremont, N. H., 
died here today. 

Simon Thompson Coy was born at Royalton, Windsor 
County, Vt., on April 28, 1833, and was the son of John 
and Matilda Thompson Coy. He was educated at the 


Royalton common school, and at the age of fifteen left 
home and his father’s farm to work in a cotton factory. 
In 1849 he went to Bethel, Vt., to learn the trade of tin 
smith, and in 1855 bought out his employer. For twenty 
five years he seme on the tinsmith and stove business, 
adding to it a paper stock department. In 1876 he started 
a paper stock business in Bellows Falls, carrying it on for 
seven years. In 1879 he bought the old paper mill and 
water power at West Claremont, N. H., and in 1883 built 
the present mill, equipping it entirely with new machirery 
for making tissue, manila and pattern papers. For the first 
two years after starting the mill John Robertson & Son, 
of Bellows Falls, Vt., were partners in the enterprise. 
Since the end of that two years’ period, Mr. Coy conducted 
the business himself. 

On November 2, 1855, at Bethel, Va., Mr. Coy married 
Mary Alma Davis. Two daughters were born, one dying 
at the age of four and the other at twenty-four years. In 
1881 Mr. Coy and his family moved to Bellows Falls, Vt. 

Mr. Coy was also president of the corporation of Coy, 
Hunt & ‘Co., paper dealers, New York. His death will 
cause no interruption in the business of the house. He 
was also a member of the firm of Coy & Babcock, waxed 
paper manufacturers, Bellows Falls, Vt 





Horace T. ROCKWELL. 

Col. Horace T. Rockwell, senior member of the firm 
of Rockwell & Churchill, Boston. Mass., former city 
printers, who died suddenly Thursday morning of last 
week of heart disease, was buried last Saturday. 

The colonel left his home in Roxbury in the morning 
for his place of business as customary and had walked 
about half way up the stairs to his office when he sank 
down on the stairs unconscious. 

Colonel Rockwell was a direct descendant of William 
Rockwell, who was one of the selectmen of Dorchester 
in 1630. Colonel Rockwell was born in Winchester, 
Conn., in August, 1838. 

In 1854 the family removed to Boston and Horace, the 
next year, engaged in newspaper work. In 1859 he was 
made clerk of committees for the city of Boston. In 1866 
Mr. Rockwell resigned and, associating himself with 
Gardner A. Churchill, they engaged in the printing busi- 
ness under the firm name of Rockwell & Churchill. 


Colonel Rockwell was a member of the common coun 
cil in 1868, and was sent to the Legislature in 1880 and 
1882. In 1885 he was appointed on the water board, and 
served that body as chairman until 1888. 

In 1861 he was appointed a lieutenant in the Fourth 
Battalion of Rifles, which company was later merged in 
the Thirteenth Regiment and sent to the war, but the 
junior officers were not accepted. 

In 1878 Colonel Rockwell joined Company D, First 
Regiment, as a private, and served successively in all the 
positions in the company, and was promoted major of 
the regiment in 1882. In 1884 he was appointed on the 
staff of Governor Robinson, and served in this position 
under Governors Ames and Brackett until 1891. 

Colonel Rockwell was president of the Massachusetts 
Rifle Club, the National Association of Master Printers. 
the Roxbury Historical Society and the Massachusetts 
Fish and Game Association. He was also past dictator 
of King Arthur Lodge, 
ber of the Franklin Typographical Society. 

He had a wide reputation as a rifleman, having been a 
member of the American team in 1877 and 188o.

Contracts Let for the New Plant of the Star, Kansas City, 
Mo,—What the Paper Itself Says of Its 
Prospective Mill. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


APPLETON, Wis., November 3, 1902.—It is understood 
here that the consideration that has led the Kansas City 
Star to build a paper mill to supply its own requirements 
is not so much the hope of being able to make paper 
cheaper than it can buy it, but the expectation that by 
having its own mill it will be able to control a certain 
source of supply. The firm has sometimes been tortured 
by the fear of not being able to get paper, and it does not 
propose hereafter to lie awake nights fearing that the 
newspaper will not be able to come out next day. It is 
the satisfaction and contentment of being sure of having 
white paper that the firm is looking for rather than any 
profit that might be hoped for or expected. 

T. W. Orbison, of O’Keefe & Orbison, was in Kansas 
City last week and awarded contracts for the machinery 
for the mill. The contract for two paper machines went 
to the Rice, Barton & Fales Machine and Iron Company. 
Four beating engines and two Jordans will be furnished 
by the E. D. Jones & Sons Company, of Pittsfield, Mass. 
The contracts for the rest of the machinery will be award- 
ed later. It is expected that the mill will be ready to 
go into operation about May 1. Fox RIver. 





The Star’s Own Story. 


Kawnsas Ciry, Mo., October 28, 1902.—The Star of today 
gave particulars as to its new mill as follows: The work of 
building the machinery for the Star’s exclusive paper mill 
will begin Thursday morning of this week at Worcester, 
Mass. H. W. Searle, representing the Rice, Barton & 
Fales Machine and Iron Company, closed a contract with 
the Star yesterday for two paper making machines. 

[he machines ordered are of the most modern type and 
will be five months in building. Each will be 185 feet long 
and 14 feet wide and weigh 350 tons. Forty freight cars 
will be required for their transportation to Kansas City. 


The machines will produce more than 40 tons of paper 
daily. 

Another contract for the paper mill’s equipment was 
made yesterday with Almon A. Bush, representing the E. 
D. Jones & Sons Company, of Pittsfield, Mass. The Jones 
Company will furnish four beating engines and two Jordan 
refining engines. This machinery will prepare the pulp for 
the paper making machines. The beating engines will 
weigh 24,000 pounds each and the Jordan engines 17,000 
pounds each. 

The Star’s paper mill is to be in operation in May, 1903. 
O’Keefe & Orbison, of Appleton, Wis., paper mill archi- 
tects, are planning the building. 


The Tonawanda Board and Paper Company. 


Tonawanba, N. Y., November 3, 1902.—The new board 
and paper mill company is fast completing its buildings 
on what is popularly known as Goose Island. 

A large machine room, to be used in this plant, which 
will be 270 feet long by 72 feet wide, is being built, the 
walls of which are nearly finished. The roofing will be 
put on in the next few weeks. A heavy brick abutment 
has been erected to support the weight of a number of 
heavy machines. The brickwork on the finishing building 
is being rapidly pushed, in order to get the walls up and 
the roofing on befcre winter sets in. 

This building will be 252 in length by 48 feet wide. The 
yards of the company are filled with materials of different 
kinds and over 200 men are now employed in the various 
branches of the work. 


Fox River Valley Water Supply Increasing. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., November 3, 1902.—The Fox River 
valley mills have been granted another increase of 10 
per cent. in water power, making 50 per cent. altogether 
that is now being used for power. The level of the lake 
is well sustained, in spite of the recent increases, a slight 
increase in height being shown over the low point of a 
few weeks ago. Although some ground wood can now 
be made on the river a good deal of pulp continues to be 
brought in from the “Soo,” which is an extremely con-

The Georgia Paper Company. 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 31, 1902.—Involuntary bankruptcy 
proceedings have been instituted in the United States Court 
against the Georgia Paper Company, with offices at 515 
Anstell Building. Judge Newman has appointed Harvey 
Johnson receiver for the company. He has taken charge 
of the business, 

The proceedings were instituted in the court by At- 
torneys Mayson, Hill & McGill, representing Amon, Green 
& Co., of Baltimore; Samuel Cupples Envelope Company, 
of Missouri, and the Southern Bell Telephone Company, 
of Atlanta. The claims of the petitioners, as shown in the 
petition, represent less than $800, but this is said to be 
only a small part of the indebtedness of the company. The 
liabilities are variously estimated from $25,000 to $40,000, 
with assets of about $20,000, a large portion of which, it is 
said, consist of uncollected accounts. 

The petition charges insolvency and also that the com- 
pany committed an act of bankruptcy on October 1 last in 
selling its entire stock for $14,000. The names of the 
parties to whom the stock was sold are not given. The 
petition also says the company paid certain creditors with 
the intent to prefer others. 

In the order signed by Judge Newman appointing the 
receiver the petitioning creditors are required to give a 
bond of $5,000 to pay damages on account of the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, in case such appointment should be 
proved to have been wrongfully obtained. The bond of 
the receiver was fixed at $5,000. 


Serious Paper Fire at Minneapolis. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 30, 1902.—Fire tonight de- 
stroyed the six story building occupied by the Minneap- 
olis Paper Company and owned by J. C. Oswald & Co. 
The stock of the paper company was consumed. The 
value of the contents is said to have exceeded $200,000. 
The total loss is $250,000. Insurance on stock, $73,500, and 
on fixtures, $9,500. 

Several adjoining buildings were ignited, but the efforts 
of the entire fire depagtment of Minneapolis succeded in 
confining practically all of the damage to the J. C. Oswald 
& Co. building. The stock of the McClellan Paper. Com- 
pany was damaged somewhat. It carried an insurance of 


55.900.

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Water Pollution. 


The water pollution question is again a live topic in 
Ohio. Dead fish in great numbers have appeared in the 
Miami and other rivers, and even though it is known that 
some of the fish were clubbed to death and that some died 
in rivers into which no paper mill discharges refuse, there 
are people who say that the untimely death of the fish is 
entirely due to the straw board mills. Some of the people 
are non-officials, others are officials, and they are using 
their official authority in endeavoring to place the blame on 
the paper manufacturers, disregarding entirely some of 
the facts to which we have referred. Paper mill men have 
sins enough to answer for without being prosecuted on 
such evidence as is being presented in some of the water 


pollution cases. 


Our Imports and Exports. 


On the third reading page of this issue of THE Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL we print the figures showing the imports 
and exports of paper, pulp, &c., for the month of Sep- 
tember, 1902, and for the nine months ended September 
30, 1902, together with the figures for similar periods 
preceding, so that comparisons can readily be made. 

There is shown in paper the same general tendency as 
has been pointed out before, an increase in both imports 
and exports. In September, 1902, we increased our im- 
ports of paper, the total for that month being $416,768, as 
against $348,500 in the corresponding month in 1901. In 
the nine months ended September 30, 1902, we imported 
paper to the value of $3,323,030, an increase of $226,154, 
compared with $3.097,876, the aggregate value of our im- 
ports of paper in the nine months ended September 30, 
1901. In September, 1902, we scored a loss in our export 
of business, the shipments being valued at $571,820, as 
against $594,912, the aggregate value of the shipments in 
September, 1901. In the nine months’ business, how- 
ever, we made a gain of $88,224, our exports during the 
nine months ended September 30, 1901, being valued at 
$5,485,029, and during the nine months ended September 
30, 1902, at $5,574,153. On the nine months’ business we 
had a balance of trade in our favor of $2,251,123.

There is evidently an error in the Government figures 
of the imports of pulp from “other Europe” and “British 
North America” for the nine months ended September 
30, 1902. ‘We print them as they come from Washington. 
They are 46,367 tons, valued at $486,360, for the former 
and 10,649 tons, valued at $1,136,337, for the latter. As 
the former is chemical fibre and the latter ground wood, 
these figures would show that the chemical fibre imported 
was worth approximately $10.50 a ton and the ground 


wood $107'a ton. While such a condition of affairs would 


no doubt spread an epidemic of rejoicing throughout the 
buyers of the former and the sellers of the latter, it is not 
a fact. Someone has blundered in making the necessary 
additions to the eight months’ returns in order to ascer- 
tain the nine months’ returns. We take it that the cor- 
rect figures for the nine months ended September 30, 1902, 
are as follows: 

Other Europe, 10,649 tons, valued at $486,360. 

British North America, 46,349 tons, valued at $1,136,337. 

Accepting these revised figures as the proper ones, the 
returns show that during the nine months ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1902, our average monthly import of chemical fibre 
was 1,893 tons. This, of course, was almost wholly, if not 
wholly, sulphite pulp. The imports from British North 
America, of course, are mainly ground wood and sulphite, 
that country furnishing us during the nine months’ period 
ended September 30, 1902, a monthly average of 5,149 
tons. These figures demonstrate that we have increased 
our purchases of pulp very rapidly—in fact, we have 
doubled them, even exceeding our buying of 1900, which 


was large. 


We recently gave an illustration of “English as she is 
wrote” in a paper trade publication that is printed across 
the water in French, German and English. Here are a 
few more choice selections: 

“Mechanical Wood Pulp: 

“Dresden.—The status of the market is continuousiy 
unaltered. 

“Christiania.—No affairs are signalled, It is to be pre- 
sumed, that new transactions will not be concluded, unless 
the buyers will consent to pay the prizes called for. 

*London.—The market is without any importance. The 
salers held their prizes up, and this the more, they have 
already placed a good“teal of their stocks. 

“New York.—The demand is continuously very strong. 
The output of wood pulp has considerably diminished, on 
account of the fall of the water ievels. The prize of wet 
pulp is actually from 15 to 17 dols. per ton on the mill.” 

The reader has to work out his own translation of these 
important statements. Just what the “prizes” offered in 
the mechanical wood pulp line nowadays. are ought to 
be more definitely stated. 


The United Box Board and Paper Company was not 
organized until after the publication of the new edition of 
Lockwood's Directory of the Paper, Stationery and Al- 
lied Trades. We have therefore prepared printed slips 
containing the names of the companies taken over by the 
board combination, and purchasers of directories can ob- 
tain these slips for insertion in their books by sending 
a request to that effect to this office. The mills are all 
noted in the directory, but of course they are given as 
the properties of the companies and firms then operating 
them.

Fire at Mittineague Paper Company’s Plant.

The stock house of the Mittineague Paper Company at 
Mittineague, Mass., was destroyed by fire Thursday morn- 
ing, causing a loss of about $35,000, which is covered by 
insurance in the Factory Insurance Company, of Hartford, 
Conn. The fire was discovered by Night Watchman 
Smith and other employees of the company, and an alarm 
turned in at 2 o’clock. At the time of discovery the fire 
was pouring from the sides of the stockhouse and from a 
freight car standing on the siding of the Boston and Albany 
Division of the New York Central Railroad, which runs 
near the stock house. The entire department of West 
Springfield was called out and had a stream on the fire in 
short order, but was unable to save the building or con- 
tents. The structure was three stories high, 325 feet long 
and 40 feet wide. It was filled with rags. 

The.mill was not compelled to shut down on account 
of the loss of stock, as the other mills in the town offered 
assistance in supplying stock until the company could get 
shipments enough to keep the mill going, and also offered 
assistance in furnishing a storeroom for the stock tem- 
porarily. 

Manager Sanburn, of the company, was busy the last of 
the week in making arrangements for rebuilding the burned 
structure, which will be done at once. The new stock 
house will be practically a duplicate of the old one, and the 
work of construction will be pushed as fast as possible. 

An investigation into the cause of the fire has led the 
company to believe that the fire originated from tramps 
sleeping in the car near the stock house, which was also 
completely destroyed. It is a common occurrence for these 
“knights of the road” to make their bed in these cars, and 
many cars have been burned in this section from what is 
believed to have been a like cause. Ferry. 


United States Envelope Co.’s Demurrer Sustained. 


The full bench of the Supreme Court at Boston on 
Thursday sustained the demurrer of the defendant in the 
case of the Holyoke Envelope Company against the 
United States Envelope Company in a suit by the plaintiff 
to recover $30,000 damages. The suit was brought to re- 
cover interest or rent on the Holyoke Envelope Com- 
pany’s plant for about six months after December 31, 1897, 
while it was run by the old company pending the final 
formation of the United States Envelope Company. The 
plant was taken over by the United States Company on an 
option given by the Holyoke Company on a valuation of 
December 31, 1897, to Dean & Shibley, the promoters. 
The United States Company claimed that there was in no 
event any cause of action against it. Its demurrer was 
sustained by Judge Bishop in the Superior Court, and is 
now again sustained by the Supreme Court. 


John McLellan Purchases Timber Limits.

Toronto, Canada, November 1, 1902.—A despatch from 
Quebec city states that the great timber limits and mill 
properties formerly owned by Gaynor Brothers, consisting 
of 181 square miles on the Pentecost River, have been pur- 
chased by John McLellan, of Syracuse, N. Y..

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TEMPEST IN A TEA POT. 


A Curious Letter Brought Out in the Kansas Political 
Campaiga—What the “‘ New Jersey Paper Trust ’”’ 
Is Alleged to Have Done. 





ToreKa, Kan., October 31, 1902—The World of this city 
prints the following in its issue of today: John T. Little, 
of Olathe, former attorney general of Kansas, in a letter 
to the World tells an interesting story about two indus- 
tries of Kansas. It is especially significant in the pending 
campaign, in that it shows Congressman Bowersock, of the 
Second District, to be a member of the paper trust. 

Incidentally it might be added that Mr. Bowersock is 
also a member of the wire trust, having sold out to the 
trust a few years ago for part cash and the balance for 
stock in the trust. After the deal the Bowersock wire mill 
at Lawrence was closed down and hundreds of men were 
thrown out of employment. 

Ex-Attorney General Little’s letter to the World reads: 

“Olathe, Kan., October 30, 1902. 
“Editor the World: 

“In May, 1893, the State board of railway assessors ar- 
rived in Salina, Kan., and while waiting for the morning 
trains to pass, State Treasurer Biddle called the attention 
of the board to a magnificent building standing at the edge 
of the city. From the top of a large smoke stack the 
smoke rolled in volumes, indicating that the building was 
used for manufacturing purposes. Treasurer Biddle sug- 
gested that we visit the place and learn the character of 
the plant, which we did. 

“When we arrived at the building, we found that the 
structure had been erected for the manufacture of paper. 
The building had lately been completed and contained all 
the machinery for the conversion of straw into paper. It 
was a magnificent plant and in full operation, employing 
about fifty men. Farmers of the community were keeping 
it supplied with straw, the plant affording them a good 
market for that material. As we stepped into the office we 
met the superintendent, we introduced ourselves to him, he 
invited us to sit down, remarking: 

“‘T was going to Topeka today to see the State officers, 


as we are in danger of being ruined. About thirty days 


ago a committee from the New Jersey paper trust was sent 
here for the purpose of making arrangements for us to go 
into the paper trust, which-was chartered under the laws 
I told him that we never intended to con- 


of that State. 


nect ourselves with the trust, as we had promised the peo- 
ple here we would run our plant independently. The peo- 
ple had assisted us and we told them we would never go 
into the trust.’ 

“The superintendent seemed to be greatly excited and 
continued: ‘Unless we can get some assistance in driving 
these people from the State we would be ruined, and the 
plant closed. After we had informed the committee that 
we would not connect ourselves with the trust, they in- 
formed us that they were instructed to say that unless we 
consented to go into the trust they would duplicate every 
order we made at 50 cents on the dollar, and would pur- 
chase and burn all the straw in the community. We told 
them most emphatically that it was no use to talk about 
us joining the trust, for we never would. The committee 
then exhibited a map showing the paper plants of the 
United States, stating that there were only two in Kansas, 
the one owned by us and the other by J. D. Bowersock, at 
Lawrence. They stated that Bowersock had already nego- 
tiated with the trust for the surrender of his plant to it, 
and that this plant or the Bowersock plant would cease 
to do business or possibly both. They then inquired the 
cost of the plant complete. We told them that it 
cost us complete, $125,000. The committee then pro- 
posed to pay us one-half cash and one-half stock in the 
trust, stating that these were the terms made with Bower- 
sock. We told them we could not connect ourselves in that 
way. They left the office and are now purchasing and 
burning all the straw in this community.’ 

“We informed the superintendent that we would cause 
the arrest of the representatives of the trust, and gave 
him a letter addressed to the county attorney to arrest all 
the parties engaged. We then left for the car. About ten 
days later we received a letter from the superintendent say- 
ing that the parties had fled the State, and he was very 
thankful for what we had done. 

“About one year after that I met Patrick Dolan, a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Charities, and asked him what 
had become of the paper plant at Salina. He said it had 
been compelled to surrender to the trust, that all the ma- 
chinery had been removed from the building, and the build- 
ing was then used for a livery stable. 

“This is the history of two of the infant industries of the 
State of Kansas. Yours truly, Joun T. Litre.”

The president is Herbert Myrick, 
president of the Phelps Publishing Company and the 
Orange Judd Company. Geo. N. Morang, of Toronto, will 
be vice president and general manager. L. 


Car Shortage Stops Pulp Wood Shipments. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., November 3, 1902.—On account of the 
fact that it is impossible to get cars in which to make 
shipments the Pulp Wood Company has discontinued for 
the season work at its docks at Long Tail Point. A lot 
of wood that arrived during the summer and fall by lakes 
still remains at the Point and will have to stay there till 
next season. The railroads simply refused to furnish cars 
and work had to stop. Practically no pulp wood is com- 
ing to the valley from any source for the sane reason. 
All the cars are being used in moving grain and coal. At 
present no hardship is resulting, as the mills have plenty 
of wood for their immediate needs. It is thought that 
after a time the demand for cars will not be so urgent, 
and the railways will be able to move the wood.

Paper Making Machine—Sanitary Toilet Sheet—Paper Box 
Machine—Process of Obtaining Alum—Wire Guide— 
Trademarks for Paper and Paper Stock. 








Thomas A. Boyne, of Lee, Mass., has been granted let- 
ters patent No. 712,038 on a paper making machine. 

The objects of the invention are in a simple, feasible, 
thoroughly practical and ready manner to improve the 
output of a Fourdrinier paper making machine as to uni- 
formity and quality, and also to render unnecessary the 
employment of an attendant to effect the object sought. 

Fig. 1 is a view in side elevation, exhibiting a portion 
of a paper making machine equipped with the improve- 
ments of the present invention. Fig. 2 is a view, some- 
what in the nature of a diagram, exhibiting the operative 
connection between the device of the present invention 
and the paper making machine. 

The device of this invention is adapted positively to 
regulate the proper amount of water needed on the wire 
over the tube rolls, thus to insure a well found, uniform 
and well closed sheet of paper. 

When the machine tender starts up the machine and 
adjusts the hand wheel in the flow box to allow the proper 
amount of water to mix with the stuff and flow onto the 
wire to effect the presentation of a properly formed sheet,

the device of this invention automatically continues to 
supply the same amount of water until the hand wheel is 
again adjusted, and thus relieves the machine tender of 
the necessity of constantly watching and regulating the 
flow of water. As the water in the vat under the screen 
rises the device of this invention operates proportionately 
to decrease the feed of water, and if the water in the vat 
lowers the said device operates proportionately to increase 
the feed of water, ghereby under all conditions causing 
the supply of water to be sufficient for effecting a uniform 
output from the machine. As will be apparent, it is a de- 
sideratum in this, as in other machines, to accomplish the 
object sought in the most simple and direct manner, and, 
as will hereinafter appear, the devices of this invention 
secure the best results in a way that is at once practical 
and feasible. 

There is illustrated in the drawings enough of the parts 
of an ordinary Fourdrinier machine to enable the oper- 
ation of the present invention to be understood, and as 
these per se form no part of the invention detailed de- 
scription thereof will be omitted. 

In the machine exhibited i designates the ordinary vat, 
containing a screen 2, and 3 a pipe leading from below the 
screen and connecting with a float box 4, which, together 
with the part coacting therewith, constitutes the gist 
ol the present invention. There is provided, as usual, a 
suction pump 5, which connects through a pipe 6 with the 
ordinary suction box. This suction pump connects 
through pipes 7 and 8 with the fan pump box 9, and the 
latter through a conduit including the fan.with the mixing 
box 11. The flow box 12 has associated with it, as sual, a 
hand wheel 13 by which to regulate the supply of water to 
the stuff ; ; 

Within the float box 4 is arranged a float 14, with which 
is connected a rod 15, having its lower end adjustably 
associated with a lever 16, connected with a valve 17, car- 
ried by the pipe 8, and it is by this valve, which is auto- 
matically controlled, that the water in the vat is kept at a 
predetermined level corresponding to that in the float box. 
The connection between the rod 15 and lever 16 may be 
effected in any preferred manner, and therefore needs no 
detailed illustration. 


Under the operation of the machine the suction pump 
operates continuously and supplies a predetermined flow 
of water to the vat. As the level of the water in the vat 
rises and falls, like motion will be imparted to the float, 
which will effect opening and closing of the valve 16 auto- 
matically, and thus prevent overflow, the bottom of the 
float box being approximately on a level with that of the 
vat. It will be seen that as the flow of water through the 
pipe 7 is checked by the valve 17 it will be necessary to 
provide for the escape of the water held back; otherwise 
bursting of the said pipe or of the cylinder of the pump 
might ensue. To effect this an escape or overflow pipe 
18 is provided, which connects with the pipe 7 adjacent 
to the pump and is preferably goosenecked, its discharge 
end leading to a sewer pipe or other offtake. By this 
arrangement the suction pump requires no attention when 
the volume of water supplied to the screen is diminished, 
thereby rendering the operation of the machine auto- 
matic. _ 

It will be seen from the foregoing description that, al- 
though the improvements herein defined are exceedingly 
simple in character, they will be thoroughly efficient in 
use for the purpose designed, and may be associated with 
an ordinary paper making machine at a slight expense, 
the only added parts being the pipe 3, float box 4, float 14, 
rod 15, valve and lever 16 and 17 respectively and over- 
flow pipe 18.

The American Invasion. 


Within the last few weeks there has been entered into, 
in England, an agreement which may be of vital impor- 
tance, says the British Paper Maker. A paper mill on 
the skirts of London has been purchased by a New York 
syndicate. They intend making boards there and putting 
down alongside of it an entirely new plant, built on Amer- 
ican lines, for the production of paper. Among:sthe in- 
dustries which have suffered most from competition from 
abroad, paper making must be included. As in so many 
other cases, this country led for very many years in the 
manufacture of paper of every kind, and the markets of 
the world were our markets. The discovery of the com- 
mercial value of wood pulp, which cheapened production 
so enormously, had the effect of increasing for the time 
being the output of British mills, but the American and 
the Canadian were not long in discovering that it paid bet- 
ter to manufacture the finished article than to export pulp. 
Much of the wealth of North America, and especially the 
wealth of Canada, lies in the almost limitless forests of 
spruce and pine, and during the past twenty years, in 
fact, during the ken of every middle aged man, an in- 
dustry has sprung up in those countries which has had 
a detrimental effect upon paper making in England. Enor- 
mous profits were made by some of the pioneers, and this 
drew toward pulp and paper making the capital and direc- 
tion of many Wall Street men, the result being that prob- 
ably no industry has grown at the same rate as that to 
which we refer. In this line, as in practically every other, 
we led, but we were conservative, and as ideas and possi- 
bilities developed with characteristic rapidity among our 
younger competitors, we stood still. It was enough for an 
English manufacturer that he could run a “news” machife 
at 200 feet, byt that was not enough for the Yankee. Bas- 
ing his machinery upon our experience of generations, he 
gradually developed speeds of 500, and even 550 feet, and 
the result was that he could produce at rates which éould 
not be touched in this country. How far we were out- 
stripped in the manufacture, especially -of “news,” those 


interested in the purchases of a few years ago are best 
acquainted. The Yankee was able to put on the English 
market a first class article at 20 per cent. less than we 
could manufacture. He may have done it at a loss, but 
the fact remains that he did it. To the average reader it 
may seem strange that we have not been able to keep in line 
in this particular manufacture, especially as the beginning 
of the fast mammoth machine was with us. In England, 
and also in Scotland, the original fast machines of the 
world were constructed, but it was to the Americans that 
the profit accrued. Just at the present moment there is a 
loud outcry in the paper trade that the general depression 
is being felt seriously. At a meeting of one of the large 
companies recently, increased cost of material was said 
to account for diminished profits. There is no doubt the 
statement was made in good faith, but the chairman ought 
to have known that raw material was never so cheap in 
the history of the trade as it is today, and that if there 
was a dearth of orders it was owing to competition from 
abroad. To be plain, there is no excuse for the trade in 
which. we are all so deeply interested leaving England, ex- 
cept, as we have already said, our conservatism is crippling 
the industry. Granted we have little raw material, and 
that the North American and Canadian manufacturer draws 
his wood from the forest, pulps it, and makes it into paper 
on the spot, whereas we have to buy our pulp either from 
them or from Scandinavia, and manufacture it at home 
into the finished article. Yet what does it matter? Our 
competitors have the freightage to pay on the finished ma- 
terial, whereas we have only freightage to pay on the half 
stuff. If our plants were on a par with their:—for our 
labor and general cost is cheaper than in America—we 
ought to be able to sell paper of every description upon 
more favorable terms than they can possibly do; yet, owing 
to lack of method and lack of up to date plant, we are 
being very seriously left. In our last issue we mentioned 
a cablegram stating that an effort was being made to com- 
bine a number of English mills with some sulphite and 
ground wood concerns in Canada for the purpose of dimin- 
ishing the cost of raw nYfterial and saving management ex- 
penses. The matter is still under consideration, but we 
are very doubtful as to its going through. In any case, 
we cannot imagine business people putting money into 
our mills, for they are crowded with ancient plant. We 
could quite understand the laying down of fast running 
mills here in conjunction with the Canadian business. Then 
there would be some chance of success, but there is no 
earthly possibility of successful competition unless our 
methods are revised. The fact that out competitors are go- 
ing to manufacture for our market within gunshot of 
Fleet street should give us pause. 


Paper Mill Trouble at Denver. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Denver, Col., October 28, 1902.—The board of arbitra- 
tion which has been selected to settle the difficulties be- 
tween the Rocky Mountain Paper Company and its em- 
ployees had its first meeting in the county court room yes- 
terday afternoon. The members of the board are Judge 
Ben B. Lindsey, Judge William C. Kingsley and Matt 
Griffin. Manager Savery, of the paper company, and Pres- 
ident Sullivan, of the State Federation of Labor, submitted 
evidence. 

The labor union introduced its evidence first. Several 
members of the Paper Mill Workers’ Union were called 
upon to testify. They were asked regarding the hours 
of labor at the mills, the wages paid and the amount 
of money withheld from their wages for the payment of 
insurance which all of the men are forced to carry. This 
insurance guarantees payment of doctors’ bills if injured, 
and half pay during the time that they are unable to work. 
Mr. Sullivan, for the union, attempted to show that men 
who joined the union were discharged as soon as the man- 
agement became aware of the fact that they were union 
men. Six employees substantiated this charge. The fact 
was brought out that the average pay of employees is $1.70 
a day. 

Nearly all of the men objected to the payment of the 
compulsory insurance. The premium on this insurance is 
70 cents a month. It was stated that all that was asked 
of the company at first was that it recognize the union 
and that the goods coming from the mills should bear the 
union label. The men said that they considered that they 
should be reinstated in their old positions after the present 
trouble is settled. : 

Manager Savery, of the mills, has not as yet introduced 
any evidence before the board in support of his conten- 
tions. 

Labor leaders from different organizations in the city 
were present in the court room to see what would be done 
by the board. It is expected that a decision will be reached 
today, and that by tomorrow the fight at the paper mills 
will be a thing of the past.

|_PAPER MAKERS’ IRON CORE SLOTTERS. 
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ECONOMICS. 


An Address Delivered by James Logan, of the United 
States Envelope Company, Before the Beston 
Stationers’ Association. 








At a meeting of the Boston Stationers’ Association last 
week James Logan, of the United States Envelope Com- 
pany, delivered an address on “Economics.” After speak- 
ing on the general subject, he said: 


There was recently published in the Saturday Evening 
Post, of Philadelphia, a series of letters purporting to have 
been written by John Graham, a self made merchant of 
Chicago, to his son Pierpont, who was a student at Har- 
vard. In one of these letters he referred to the reason why 
he sent him to college. He said he wanted him to get a 
start along right lines; he wanted him to form good mental 
habits as well as physical ones. He said he had no pa- 
tience with the old: fellow who went around bragging of 
his ignorance and saying that boys didn’t need to know 
anything except addition and the “best policy” brand of 
honesty. Hesaid: “We started in a mighty different world, 
and we were all ignorant together. We didn’t have to 
know fractions to figure out our profits, but now a manu- 
facturer or merchant needs to be well up in astronomy to 
see them, and when, with a powerful glass, he does finally 
locate them, they are out somewhere near the five point 
decimal place.” Now that is absolutely true. What has 
forced profits down? One word answers the question, 
“Competition,” and that is industrial war. 

A recent writer has dwelt somewhat at length on “the 
beneficence of friendly competition,” and another forceful 
writer suggested that the writer of the article under con- 
sideration probably had in mind a “friendly war” or a 
“peaceful hell.” Competition is industrial war, and it is 
the law of competition that the strong or best equipped shall 
succeed and that the weak or poorly equipped shall fail. 
How necessary then that competition shall be made intelli- 
gent, and that man shall be trained in the knowledge of 
business. 

The evolution of the trust and consolidation is an inter- 
esting chapter in the development of modern industry. 
What were the causes that brought them into being? 

Competition was hard, and growing harder. The com- 
bination had been tried, but it would not work; it had in 
it the element of human weakness. Men were bound to- 
gether with a rope of sand; so long as it was for the per- 
sonal advantage of the individual to maintain the price he 
maintained it, but as soon as it was for his personal ad- 
vantage to cut the price, he cut it. The result of every 
combination of which I have ever known has been this. 
The honest man (of whom there are still a good many in 
business) was punished by adhering to his agreement; and 
the dishonest man received the benefit of the combination 
by not adhering to his. No gentleman’s agreement that 
was ever entered into, whether written or verbal, was good 
for anything to hold most men when it was for their per- 
sonal advantage to break it. And the trust was an attempt 
to remove the personal advantage which caused men to do 
other than that which had been agreed. 

The word trust is wrongly applied to many large corpo- 
rations, and by its abuse it has become a byword, But 
when that word was first applied to the arrangement which 
men entered into, it stood for the highest type of con- 
fidence between man and man that the business world 
has ever seen. 

COMPETITION OF TODAY. 

lhe stenographers and typewriters have been large fac- 
tors in producing the awful competition which exists 
today, and I think few people realize the important part 
which they have played and are still playing, and are 
bound to play in the future. 

I recently heard one gentleman ask another how much 
the stenographer and typewriter had added to a man’s 
capacity for work, and after careful consideration he said 
he thought it had increased a man’s power for work four- 
fold. I suggested that, while that was probably true, in 
some lines of business it had increased his competition 
twenty-fold. They asked why I so thought, and my reply 
was, that on anything that could be sampled by mail and 
of which the sample had small commercial value the com- 
petition was most severe. 

To illustrate this, I draw upon our own business, to 
show the character of present day competition, and this 
illustration is applicable to any line of business that can 
be sampled by mail, such as the products of paper, like 
tags, letterheads, envelopes, blank books, blanks of every 
description, pens, pencils, gummed labels, tacks, wire nails, 
bolts, nuts, cloths of all kinds, and a hundred and one 
things which might be named, 

In former times, before the advent of the stenographer 
and typewriter, when a merchant wanted to buy 10,000 or 
15,000 envelopes, for example, he might perhaps write a 
letter to his printer and another to his stationer, asking 
them for a price, but he would only ask for quotations 
from two or three, and those from whom he did ask quo- 


tations were located in the same town or city, and the 
work at both places was done under practically like labor 
conditions. What does he do now? He is informed 
by Miss Jones, the stenographer, that they will soon need 
more envelopes, so, removing his cigar from his mouth, 
he says to Miss Jones: “Look back to our last bill and see 
what we bought, then take the names from the directory 
of all the printers and stationers in the city, and ask them 
for a price.” He gives no more thought to it, but Miss 
Jones has her forenoon’s work cut out for her, and goes 
about it, and the proprietor does something else. 

The entire order may be for 10,000, 25,000 or 50,000 en- 
velopes, and she may write twenty-five letters to different 
firms. This means a half day’s work for the stenogra- 
pher, twenty-five sheets of paper, twenty-five envelopes as 
samples, twenty-five more to inclose them in and twenty- 
five two cent stamps. And each one of the firms to whom 
these letters are addressed must go through the same 
motions in making quotations; twenty-five letters must be 
dictated and written, and with the necessary costs for 
paper, envelopes and postage; and every house must keep 
a iorce of clerks at large expense to attend to that kind 
of requests for quotations. 


Under former conditions two parties might quote on the 
order ; there are now twenty-five and only one can be suc- 
cessful; but the other twenty-four must go through all the 
motions, and in the end be given to understand that their 
prices were too high; that someone else got the order, and, 
of course, as only one could get the order, the other twen- 
ty-four are left to infer that their prices were high, and 
this inference would be drawn even though each one of the 
twenty-five quoted the same price; for only one could 
secure the business. But let a firm figure a dozen times 
like this; the inevitable result will be to cut their prices 
below a reasonable profit when the cost is considered, and 
eventually there will be a failure, and others will be called 
upon to make up the balance. That kind of competition is 
the most demoralizing the business world has ever known, 
for it brings into competition firms who do work under all 
manner of conditions—the honorable firm which intends to 
ask only a fair price for good work, and to give exactly 
that on which they have been asked to quote, with the 
shyster or pirate who does not pretend to give what is 
asked for. The firm that pays fair wages to its workmen, 
and the sweatshop which pays starvation wages; the firm 
which does good work, and the firm which does poor work; 
the firm which pays 100 cents, with the bankrupt firm that 
has settled time and again with its creditors at 25 or 50 
cents on the dollar; the firm which gives full count and full 
weight and standard goods, with the firm whose yard has 
32 inches and whose pound has 14 ounces. 


STANDARD OF GOODS RAISED. 


The order is placed and finally the goods are delivered. 
Are they up to quality on which price was asked? Often 
not at all; poorer in quality, lighter in weight, inferior 
in manufacture, and as the buyer may not be a judge of 
quality he accepts the goods and pays the bill. You need 
to remember that business is done today on such a small 
margin of profit on the unit of production that the manu- 
facturer needs only to depreciate his goods a very little 
to get an advantage over the manufacturer who adheres to 
exact standards. Any one of the firms which was asked 
to quote could probably have met the price for the kind 
of goods furnished. If any of the bidders should chance 
to call the buyer’s attention to the fact that the goods 
were not up to the standard, the usual reply ig: “Well, 
they are pretty near up to the mark,” and they use them. 
Now, the fact that the bidders who figured to give ex- 
actly what was asked for were not given a fair deal, does 
not appeal to the buyer, and his attitude has put a pre- 
mium on other men adopting the same methods by which 
the shyster secured the business. 

There is another phase of modern competition to which 
economic writers have made scant reference, and that is 
the universal habit now of making estimates for all classes 
of work before the orders or contracts are placed. Under 
past conditions, before business became so impersonal, 
and when the element of friendship entered largely into 
business, often prices were not definitely fixed in advance. 
The buyer trusted the seller to treat him right in fixing an 
equitable price. 

Under the new conditions that has all been changed. A 
buyer almost never places an order for the smallest pur- 
chase without having an estimate in advance. The esti- 
mate fixes the selling price, no matter what the final cost 
may be; blunders may be made in figuring the estimate, 
but the price is fixed and that cannot usually be changed, 
so that if errors are made they must be borne by the firm 
that blundered. That is right. Everyone ought to stand 
his own blunders; but it is a hard proposition to compete 
with the blunderer, for he most always blunders against 
himself, and that brings failure. For example: A man 
who figures cost by guess or without definite data usually 
forgets to include some item of cost, but he almost never 
puts in eosts which don’t belong there. When there was 
a larger margin of profit in business, the margin was sim- 
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ply cut down by the error; now the slightest blunder will 
change from a profit to a loss on the transaction. 

It does not follow that competition is keenest where there 
are the largest number of competitors. In fact, the re- 
verse is often more true than otherwise, for competition 
among a great many small firms means primitive ways of 
doing, and the pace is ordinarily slow. But with large cor- 
porations, few in number, and with abundant means to 
avail themselves of every new invention, with modern, up 
to date methods of doing business, competition is being 
reduced to a science, and when it has worked itself out the 
consumer will get better goods for less money than under 
present ignorant, competitive conditions. All the expense 
incurred in doing business by primitive methods, or at a 
disadvantage by reason of not being so located or equipped 
as to be able to take advantage of every geographical and 
economic condition, all the failures which result from dis- 
honesty and incompetence are, in the last analysis, paid 
for by the people and the burden is simply shifted. 

COMPARISON OF INVESTMENTS. 

As a general proposition, I believe no investment can 
be made today which carries with it more reasonable cer- 
tainty than the obligation will be honored at face value at 
maturity than does a life insurance policy. I also believe 
that under existing economic conditions it is inside the 
truth to say that there are few mercantile or manufacturing 
industries in which investments can be made with such 
reasonable certainty that they will be worth face value 
twenty-five years hence. 

The question is, why is this so? And I believe the an- 
swer is, because one is intelligent, scientific figuring and 
knowledge of costs of production, and the other is not; 
and it is this ignorance of cost which is the curse of busi- 
ness today. It is the multitude of little costs, many of 
them small in themselves, but in the aggregate the mighty 
factor which decides whether the balance is on the right 
or wrong side of the profit and loss account. 


WHAT CONSOLIDATION HAS DONE. 

Granted that consolidated management has raised prices, 
it has also raised, establishes and maintains standards for 
weight and quality—the standards adopted by the consoli- 
dations being a yard with 36 inches, a pound with 16 
ounces, and a quality which is recognized as the best in 
the market. Asa rule the consolidation gives to the trade 
a better article than most of the individual manufacturers 
previously furnished. I firmly believe that, as a general 
proposition, business under the consolidation is conducted 
more honestly, and that the buyer gets more nearly what 
he buys and pays for than he did when the firms which 
make up the consolidation were conducting their business 
as private organizations, The reason for this is not hard 
to find. The pecuniary benefits which formerly accrued 
to the individual manufacturer from giving short count, 
short weights and low grade goods, would not now accrue 
to the man in active management. 

The large corporation or consolidation deals with the 
tsade as a whole on a more honorable and equitable basis 
than the individual manufacturer did prior to the consoli- 
dation, and there is less money made by consolidations to- 
day by taking advantage of the buyer’s ignorance than ever. 

The department store, with its one price system, came 
into existence, and it has revolutionized the principles upon 
which merchants did business. We know it has’ reduced 
the price to the public, and I believe the buying public 
is treated more equitably and more honorably by the mod- 
ern department store than it ever was by the old time mer- 
chant. While the prices may be varied now to different 
purchasers, it is the very great exception, and not the 
rule, and as a general proposition the price of an article 
is the same to all buyers, purchasing under like conditions 
and in like quantities. 

When the system of one price to all customers was es- 
tablished it made changes in the staff of clerks in many 
stores. There were many clerks who were paid large sal- 
aries, for what? Because they had the ability to roast trade 
and sweat them for a much larger profit than the business 
ought to have paid. When prices were put upon an equita- 
ble basis and marked in plain figures, that species of clerks’ 
occupation was gone, and that was a hardship to them, 
but on the whole, was it not a step up? And is there not 
a higher ethical standard in business today as the result 
of that change? I certainly think so. 

Now, the point I want to make is.this: The consolida- 
tion has done, is doing and will continue to do more and 
more for general business what the department store has 
done fer retail trade. Not that goods will be sold for one 
price to every buyer, but conditions will be considered, 
which means credit of the purchaser and quantity of 
goods bought (for quantity determines the cost of pro- 
duction); and the merchant who buys the quantity which 
enables the manufacturer to reduce the cost is the one to 
whom part of that saving belongs, and not the small 
buyer whose.purchases are not of such volume as to re- 
duce the, costs. 

I believe the trade is dealt with more equitably than 
they were prior to consolidation; but many of the trade 
do not appreciate that fact,

Fire Destroys Wall Paper. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 1, 1902.—For 
the third time within a year the wall paper 
establishment of Alfred Peats & Co., 1015 
Market street, was damaged by fire last 
night. The damage was confined entirely to 
the Peats establishment. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock, at a time when 
the cars along Market and Tenth streets 
were crowded with people returning from 
work, Reserve Policeman Lazelle noticed 
flames in the rear of the first floor of the 
store, and turned in the alarm. 

The flames crept up the stairway to the 
third floor, and soon the interior of the 
building, which is a three story frame front 
structure, was ablaze. It is estimated that 
there was $10,000 worth of wall paper in 
the establishment which was destroyed. 

None of the employees could explain the 
origin of the fire. In the front of the store 
a large heater was burning, and the rear, 
where the blaze started, was used as a 
store room for wall paper. 


Mr. Tarte Expects to Laugh Last. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, November 3, 1902.—J. 
Israel Tarte evidently does not intend to 
go out of public life because he has re- 
signed from the Dominion Cabinet on ac- 
count of a difference of views with the 
other members upon the tariff question. 
Speaking on the question of the imposition 
of a duty on pulp by the United States at 
the opening of the new Clergue works at 
the “Soo,” he said: “You have a perfect 
right to laugh at us. You won't laugh 
long, though, if my views prevail. I have 
just resigned office to fight you. You prac- 
tically close your markets against us. We 
open ours. You slaughter our industries 
to the best of your ability; you injure our 
agricultural industries as much as you can; 
you feed your mills with our timber; while 
we discuss theories of high political econ- 
omy, we discuss free trade, we discuss 
revenue tariff, and I don t know what else.”
